MONDAY, JULY 6 
WASTING THE SUMMER 

Official figures showed that there were 
a week ago more than nine thousand un- 
employed persons in Alberta. There are, 
hesides, an indefinite number of farmers 
and farm families in a few sections of the 
province, where crops have failed, who 
will require assistance as much as the idle 
men in the towns and cities, Conditions 
in Saskatchewan are worse, and in Mani- 
toba no better 

Whatever the Dominion Government 
may have in mind in the way of providing 
work, the plans should be announced and 
the operations got under way. The men 
who are wasting their summer in enforced 
idleness are losing the opportunity to earn 
and save money to take care of themselves 
next winter. Every day's delay in provid- 
ing work for them makes next winter’s re- 
lief problem that much more menacing. 

It would be better to pay wages now 
for useful work than have to issue free 
mea! tickets six months hence, when out- 
door. work will be limited in amount by 
cold weather whatever governments may 
try to do to create employment. 


SORGANIZATION OR LIQUIDATION? 


Premier Bracken announced on Friday 
that the Manitoba wheat pool is not to be 
scrapped. Instead, the pool elevator sys- 
tem is to be reorganized out of recogni- 
tion, put under a board of management on 
which the province will have representa- 
tion, and the pool told to carry on and 
try to make the business pay its way in 
future 

Unless the Saskagchewan and Alberta 
pools have been better managed than the 
Manitoba pool, this is a strange comment- 
ary on the statements of officials that the 
pools in these two provinces will continue 
to function ‘as usual’. The Manitoba 
pool very evidently is not going to func- 
tion as usual; but under government su- 
pervision. And the alternative, as stated 
by Premier Bracken, ts that the province 
will take over the elevators and realize 
what it can by leasing or selling them. 
This may not be “voluntary liquidation,” 
but it looks much like liquidation of the in- 
voluntary kind. 

Incidentally, the Manitoba Premier 
says that province is definitely out $1,- 
100,000 net loss on the operations of the 
pool in Manitoba, whose total losses 
amount to $3,500,000. On that basis the 
Alberta taxpayers would be out double 
the amount, since the pool losses in this 
province are estingated to be twice that of 
the Manitoba pool 


“WATER EVERYWHERE, BUT—” 

Edmonton people did not need to look 
at the river during the last few days to 
know that it had risen. All they had to 
do was look at what came out of the 
water taps. It wasn’t water, and it wasn’t 
exactly mud, but it was an unholy com- 


bination of the two that defied use for 
beverage or ablutionary purposes. It 
looked like chocolate, but it didn't taste 


like chocolate.. In fact the taste recalled 
nothing but the memory that a similar de- 
coction has been served up by the water- 
works department in high-water periods 
in years gone by 

It was thoughtful of course on the part 
of the civic officials to give out statements 
assuring the householders that this liquid 
would not hurt them if they drank any of 
it. But it is rather doubtful that the as- 
surance went over one hundred per cent 
The appearance of the stuff was too for- 
bidding for that; a suspicion persisted 
that any generous libation might result in 
the formation of a delta somewhere along 
the alimentary canal, And anyway, it 
wasn't explanations the thirsty household- 
er wanted, but a drink of water 

Surely in this age of scientific miracle- 
working some one has contrived an appar- 


atus that would make the waters of the 
North Saskatchewan drinkable even in 


flood time. If so he should come to Ed- 
monton and do some business with the city 
council Evidently the sedimentation 
basin and the filtration plant that have 
been installed at heavy expense to the tax- 
payers will not do the trick

Then why all the uproar in parliament 
because the chart was included, and why 
the decision to cut appendix XII out of 
copies of the report printed for general 
distribution? Sir Josiah Stamp evidently 
considered it important that the public 
should have that information, and _ that 
the findings of the commission should be 
studied with reference to il 

The commission surely had a right to 
say what documents should be included as 
showing the basis upon which its findings 
were made. If the report is to be mutil- 
ated at will of parliament. why not cut out 
all the appendices and distribute the bare 
recommendations of the commission? 
That would be at least consistent, and 
would carry no suggestion that the report 
is being “trimmed” with ulterior objects 
in mind 

The only conclusion possible is that 
this particular appendix is singled out for 
elimination because of the allegation it 
contains that the wheat pool has not suc- 
ceeded in getting as good prices for its 
members as farmers outside the pool have 
obtained by selling to private traders. Par- 
liament is thus being put in the position of 
trying to smother that allegation, which 
the Stamp commission thought the public 
should have an opportunity of reading and 
discussing. 

If the idea is that the wheat pool can 
be helped by such tactics, it is mistaken. 
Nothing could more effectively undermine 
confidence in the pool than this attempt to 
squelch information which the commission 
said should be made public. If the hope 
was that the public would know nothing 
about the “chart” if it were kept out of 
the report, that hope was vain. More 
people now know what the chart contained 
than would ever have known if the report 
had been published and distributed with- 
out the gallery play in which some mem- 
bers of the House have been indulging.

ALBERTA GETS 
FAIR SHARE OF 
TOURIST TRADE 


Compares Favorably With 
Returns Received by 


Other Provinces 


Alberta is getting its fair share of 
tourist expenditures in western prov- 
inces, in the opinion of Hon. O. L. Mc- 
Pherson, minister of public works 


The minister's statement was made 
when shown a list of returns estimat- 
ed to accrue to various provinces from 
tourist traffic as compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ot- 
tawa, 

In support of his contention that 
Alberta obtains a fair share, the 
minister stated that one of the main 
ports of entry into Alberta from the 
United States is from British Colum- 
bia, through the Crow's Nest Pass, 
and that at this entry there is an ex-| 
cellent highway.

Let them 
Save during good times when other 
employment is plentiful. In times like 
the present let them open up and 
spend freely for great public works. 
Only thus may the tide of employment 
be regulated 

We are not countenancing extrava- 
gance in public affairs. Current ex- 
penditures should be closely watched 
and pruned. Wages and salaries may 
be fairly reduced Excess services 
should be dispensed with. We are 
thinking rather of capital expendi- 
tures, which will create a dollar of 
assets for every dollar of outlay 

If we had to spend half a billion 
dollars for war we might save the 
country by doing so, but beyond that 
we would have only shell holes, casu- 
alties and pension bil's to show for it 
If we spent one or two hundred mil- 
lion now in needed public works we 
would be nothing out of pocket for 
there would be assets to show for it 
if economically spent. Even if a few 
of the works accomplished were not 
pressingly needed at the moment the 
few years’ interest ehtailed through 
premature provision would be _ bal- 
anced by saving in costs.

Army Of Cutworm 
Moths Are Flying 


During the past three weeks large 
numbérs of moths or “millars” have 
been flying to buildings and attracting 
attention 
from farmers in the areas of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan infested with pale 
western as to whether or not the pale 
western cutworm moth is flying earlier 
than usual 

The larvae of the pale western cut- 
worm are just starting to pupate at 
this time, in spite of the fact that 
many of them hatched very early in 
The moths of this species 
will not be flying before August 1 and 
all summer fallow work should pro- 
ceed as usual throughout July 

The possibility of an outbreak of 
army cutworm depends entirely on the 
weather of the next four months. The 
cultivation of fields during July will 
have little or no influence on the in- 
festation of this cultworm next year 
since these moths do not begin to lay 
egas until after September 1 

The p ence of large numbers of 

millars” at this time means very little 
as far as the genera! cutworm situa- 
tion for next year is concerned. For 
this reason, farmers are urged to carry 
on with their summer fallow opera- 
tions throughout July but to leave the 
ground untouched during August and 
the first half of September so as to 
avold serious pale western cutworm 
losses next year

Bculls, emblematic of the world’s 
singles sculling championship, come 
to Canada, this time as a result of 
the decisive victory of Bob Pearce 
at Henley, England. on Saturday 
Pearce is an Australian by birth, a 
Canadian by choice, and now one of 
the Dominion’s most enthusiastic 
citizens. Pearce was formerly em- 
ployed in Australia by John Dewar 
& Sons, Ltd, the famous distillery 
house Upon visiting Canada, he 
was 80 intrigued with the country 
that he applied, with suctess, to be 
transferred to the Dewar organiza- 
tion here. 

Pearce is a physical marvel, 24 
years of age, and today unquestion- 
ably the world's sculling ace. That 
his victory at Henley was not a 
“flash in the pan” is attested by his 
performances, 

Before going te Europe in 1928, he 
was for two years Australia's scull- 
ing champion. In that year at the 
Olympic Games he won the Olym- 
pic Gold Cup. Pearce was chosen 
to represent Australia in the British 
Empire Games at Hamilton By 
winning three events there, he add- 
ed to his titles that of “British Em- 
pire Champion.” To the imposing 
list of championships he now holds, 
viz., Australian, Olympic, British 
Empire and English, he confidently 
hopes to add that of American 
champion for which he will com 
Pete at Philadelphia, and the Can- 
adian, for which he will row at St 
Catharines upon his return to this 
continent 

If, as now seems most probable, 
Pearce wins these titles, he will be 
the first man in history to hold 
virtually every sculling champion- 
ship in the world. 

After a great start which seemed 
to indicate that Great Britain was 
to regain some of her tennis pres- 
tige, her court stars finished the 
Wimbledon tournament on Saturday 
with but one championship re- 
maining in the United Kingdom. 
The women’s doubles were won by 
the English pair of Mrs. D, C, Shep- 
) herd-Barron and Phyllis Mudford, 
but all of the other titles went to 
other countries, three going to the 
United States and one to Germany. 

What little satisfaction there is to 
be had from the single victory is 
that it is one more than Britain 
gained last year, when the Ameri- 
can players made practically a clean 
sweep of all events.
